Study Courses for the Information Officer 


Tue Aslib Education Committee has been giving much 
thought to the aid that can be given to the information 
officer, quite independently of the controversial 
question of a paper qualification. For 1949 it will 
recommend the following two courses to the Aslib 
Council: © 


(1) A week’s Study Course for Juniors, possibly in the 
last week of April. The general organization of the 
course would follow last year’s pattern, with library 
visits in the morning and talks and opportunities for 
discussion in the afternoon and early evening, but the 
theme of the talks throughout the course would be the 
handling of an enquiry from the time it is received to its 
answer and recording for future use. 


(2) A course of ten lectures on special aspects of in- 
formation work, designed for those who have already 
had some experience in special libraries or information 
bureaux. The lectures would be given in pairs, on 
Friday evenings and Saturday mornings at fortnightly 
intervals, between mid-May and July. A full prospectus 
would be provided. (continued over)

The Uses of Punched Cards o 
In the January 1948 issue of Asib Information we 


reported the formation of the Committe: on the mechanized - 


distribution of information, set up as a result of the July 
1947 conference on the Uses of mechanization in library 
and technical information work. The Committee has met at 
frequent intervals and it contributed a paper on the 
subject to the Royal Society’s Scientific Information 
Conference in June 1948. The potential value of the 
Committee as a centre of information on developments 
in the technique of using mechanization in library and 
intelligence work was fully recognized and two of the 
final recommendations of the Royal Society’s Confer- 
ence read as follows : 

13.2. Aslb Committe.—Every encouragement should be 
given to the Aslib Committee on Mechanized Distribution of 
Information to continue its valuable work. 

13.3. Experience in mechanized indexing—Organizations en- 
gaged in experiments on the use of mechanical methods should 
be invited to keep the Aslib Committes informed on their 
progress, and inventors of new apparatus are invited to consult 
the committee on the needs of documentation users. 

It is very much hoped that any member of Aslib who 
is experimenting in the use of punched cards or other 
forms of mechanization for information work, or who 
knows of some such experiment elsewhere, will notify 
the Committee, the secretariat of which is still provided 
by Aslib. References to articles on punched cards or to 
problems of classification and coding connected with 
their use are also welcome, particularly when they 
occut in non-library periodicals. These references will 
be included in the Recent Papers section of Aslib

- Lindsay and Sir Henry Tizard have honoured us by 
accepting the Council’s invitation to become our first 
four Vice-Presidents under the new Constitution. The 

` appointment will take effect from the first General 
Meeting, which is now expected to take place early in 
the summer. 


All four will already be well known to the majority 
of Aslib members, as Sir John Forsdyke is Director of 
the British Museum, Professor Hutton is Emeritus 
Professor of Metallurgy at Cambridge University and a 
‘founder-member and past-president of Aslib, Sir Harry 
Lindsay is Director of the Imperial Institute and also 
one of our past-presidents, and Sir Henry Tizard, 
another past-president, presided over the British 
Association in 1948 and is at present Chairman of the 
Advisory Council on Scientific Policy. Such distin- 
guished encouragement augurs well for Aslib’s future. 


The next Aslib Council 


The new Constitution will require the British ordinary 
members of Aslib to elect a new Council which may 


consist of not fewer than 12 and not more than 36° 


ordinary elected members. In addition the Honorary 
„Officers are ex oficio members and the Department of 
-© Scientific and Industrial Research may nominate up to 
three representatives. 


On the 27th of January the. present Council, which 


* must retire at the time of the first General Meeting 


under the new Constitution, decided to recommend that 
meeting to appoint a first new Council of not more 
than 30 members for the time being. The preparations 
for the election of the new Council will, therefore, be 
based on the assumption that this recommendation is 
likely to be acceptable. Members of the old Council 
will be eligible for election on equal terms with new 
. nominations, who must be British members of the 
Association or representatives of British - corporate 
members. Representatives of Government departments 


are not eligible, unless 3a are personally members of 


_ Aslib. 


Unfortunately the exact date of this first General 
Meeting cannot be fixed until the new Memorandum 
_ and Articles of Association, which we have called more 
simply the Constitution, have been finally passed by the 
Board of Trade. They have passed, however, the 
clauses dealing with elections, and so we intend to "push 
on with the preparations for them. In due course, 
therefore, every British member will be receiving a list

of the Council’s own nominations for 20 of the.30 seats. 
Then, in the words of the Constitution, “ Not later than 
21 days after the issue of the Council’s list of nomina- 
tions any 4 members of the Association may nominate 
any other duly qualified member to fill any vacancy in 
the office of elected member of Council by delivering 
such nomination in writing to the Director together 
with the written consent of such person to accept 
office if elected, but each such nominator shall be 


` debarred from PORSE any other person for the 


same election ” 


Then “not later than 21 days before üe eo gee 
General Meeting . . . the Council shall send to each 
member of the Association entitled to vote a ballot 
paper containing the names of all persons duly nom- 
inated, |.” 


These ballot papers will be scrutinized at the General _ 


_ Meeting and the results announced there. 


The Annual Conference 


In response to many requests we are returning to 
Ashorne Hill, on the gth to the 12th of September, for 
the 1949 Annual Conference. The Conference Com- 
mittee considered many other towns and centres, but 
none were available which compared’ in any way 
favourably with the accommodation and charges of 
Ashorne Hill, and so there were few second thoughts 
about yielding to the popular demand for a return visit. 
Bristol University, where we had thought of going, 
was unable to have us this year but hopes to welcome 
us in 1950. 


‘The theme of the Conference is expected to be 
“Tricks of the Trade” and it is hoped to supplement 
the papets with displays and demonstrations wherever 
possible. The earlier date is an experiment, and should 
make the amenities of the house, gardens and surround- 
ing counttyside even mote attractive. We hope that 


` charges will be only a few shillings higher if, in fact, 


it is considered necessary to raise them at all. 


Much fuller details of the arrangements, charges and 
papers will be given in this bulletin as soon as possible. 
Extra accommodation will be available again in Leam- 
ington Spa, however, and every effort will be made to 
provide greater accommodation than last year to cope 
with the demand. In. the meantime we will accept 
bookings from members who are quite certain, barring 
catastrophe, that they will be coming: Married accom- 
modiation, as last year, will only be available in Leaming- 
ton Spa, and it would be of the greatest assistance to us - 
if members who wish to use this facility could tell us 
as soon- as possible.

The Union Catalogue of Music 

We are able to report that work on the Union Cata- 
logue of Music is getting into its stride. The purpose 
of the Ca-alogue, the project for which was first veatil- 
ated in 1545, is to bring together in a single compilation 
all the great wealth of old music—i.e., works published 
in aay country before 1800-—-now stored in libraries 
throughoat the British Isles. The scheme became 
reality in 1947 through a generous gift made by the 
late Mr. Gerald Cooper. Dr. O. E. Deutsch has taken 
on the editorship, and the. destinies of the work are 
guided bz a small council of which the Rev. E. H. 
Fellcwes is chairman. More than too libraries are 
being covered, and it is hoped that the work of com- 
pilat.on aad editing will be completed by 1952. The 
total number of entries will be about 45,000. The 
ultimate rm of publication has yet to be decided, but 
it will prcbably be on a subscription basis-to satisfy the 
wide and growing need for this work. 





HERALDRY, 


FLAGS, AND SEALS 


S. TREAEARNE Core has produced an annotated 
catalogue Df publications in English which were issued 
between 1920 and 1945. The 443 items will be of 
intense incerest to the student of heraldry, the local 
antiquary, and the art student; and for the librarian 
they will provide many answers to the heraldic queries 
he receives during the course of his professional life. 
The entries are arranged alphabetically under the 
authors’ mmes, then chronologically when an author 
has more than one publication to his credit. The 
annotatiors are very informative, and reveal in a 
remarkable manner the extent to which heraldry has 
been part and parcel of both private and public life in 
Britain fo: centuries, and the vigour with which it 
still survives to-day.

By a co-operative arrangement between 
the Association of British Chemical 
Manufacturers and the Board of Trade, 
work has been proceeding for some 
considerable time at the Technical 
Information and Documents Unit of the 
Board of Trade on the. production of a 
card index of the information contained 
in the reports published under- the 
auspices of the Combined Intelligence 
Objectives Sub-Committee, the British 
Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee 
and the Field Intelligence Administration 
Technical (CIOS, BIOS and FIAT) as a 
result of visits to German industry by 
technical teams. 

“In 1949, H.M. Stationery Office is 
prepared to arrange for the reproduction 
of the index in purchasable form, pro- 
vided a guarantee can be given that a 
substantial number of copies will be 
purchased by industry and other concerns 
and individuals interested. The index 
will be published in alphabetical form as 
regards products, in seven volumes, at a 
price of £5 5s. for the set. 

The work of indexing the large mass of 
captured German documents is still 


proceeding and a supplementary index . 


coveting these will, in all probability, be 
published at a later date. 

The Association of British Chemical

Official Colonial publications

Many ate therefore likely 
to welcome the Monthly List of Oficial 
Colonial Publications — (mimeographed) 
which has been issued by the Colonial 
Office since June, 1948. The service was 
started as an experiment but has proved 
sufficiently popular to justify wider 
publicity.

general items, Part II listing the Govern- 


ment Gazettes. The list does not claim to 
be exhaustive as it comprises only those 
publications which have been received by 
the Colonial Office; the documents 
themselves can be consulted there for 
reference purposes but purchase must be 
through the ordinary channels.

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Tricks of the Trade—an Invitation 


The Conference Committee has already been working 
for some months on the arrangements for the Aslib 
Conference at Ashorne Hill on the 9th-1zth September, 
and is keeping the theme, “Tricks of the Trade”, well 
in mind. 

One particular session will be devoted to the exper- 
iences of members who have recently started new special 
libraries, and will deal with both methods and machines. 
To illustrate many of the points to be made by the 
speakers there will probably be an exhibition of indexes, 
filing systems and similar aids. The Committee, 
however, is anxious that this exhibition should include 
the fruits of the wide experience of all Aslib members. 
If, therefore, you are employing standard equipment in 
a particularly novel or efficient manner which you 
think may not be known to all other members it would 
be much appreciated if you could inform the Committee 
through the Aslib office. If you could lend the actual 
apparatus and material that would be best of all: if you 
cannot then the Committee would endeavour to 
reproduce the idea themselves. 

The Committee would also be most grateful if 
members who have evolved entirely new machines, 

adgets, systems and procedures would submit their 
Pamoa in a similar way. The Committee may not 
be able to exhibit every idea submitted, and some ideas 
may possibly overlap, but they feel many members may 
welcome this opportunity of joining in an exhibition by 
the members for members. 

Maybe this project could lead, in the years to come, 
to an Aslib annual award for the most meritorious 

contribution to special library and information office 
technique made by a member during the course of the 
year. There seems no reason. why prize indexes should 
not be exhibited at annual exhibitions in the same way 
as motor-boats and vegetable marrows. 

The ideas submitted should be practical, and should 
exist in a more concrete form than that of a dream ora 
flight of the imagination. The Committee does not 
intend to include document duplication or reproduction 
apparatus, unless it should happen to be part and parcel 
of a wider process. Finally, it would help a lot if ideas 
could be submitted, or anyway sketched or outlined, 
not later than the 14th May. 


The British National Bibliography: A New 
Venture to be started in January 1950 


The first meeting of the COUNCIL For THE BRITISH 
NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHY was held on Wednesday, 23rd 
March, 1949, and the BRITISH NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHY 
formally inaugurated. This: meeting represented the 
culmination of discussions which have gone on since 
soon after the end of the war, latterly in a special com- 
mittee, convened by the Library Association, under the 


Executive Committee.

chairmanship of Mr. F. C. Francis, of the British 
Museum. ` 

The need for such a bibliography has long been felt 
and the Council confidently expects a warm welcome 
and enthusiastic support. The bibliography will be 
based on the Copyright Receipt Office of the British 








Museum, and the Trustees of the Museum have gener- - 


ously agreed to provide accommodation in the Museum 
for the work. It will take the form of a weekly list of 
all books (with certain minor exceptions) received in the 
Copyright Office, with an author index, issued every 
four weeks; the weekly lists will be cumulated at the 
end of the year into an Annual Volume, arranged in 
classified order and with an author index. Publication 
is planned to begin in the first week of 1950. 

It is estimated that each weekly list will contain about 
300 newly published or re-issued books, The subscrip- 
tion price for the whole work—weekly lists and annual 
volume—based on a subscription list of 1,000, will be 
£12. Additional copies of the weekly list ‘only will be 
supplied at a reduced rate: up to six copies, £3 per 
copy per annum, and for larger numbers there will be a 
still larger reduction. The Council is to be an entirely 
non-profit-making body and any surplus will be devoted 
to providing greater bibliographical services. 


Distribution will be in the hands of Messrs. J. 


Whitaker and Sons, Ltd., who have wide contacts with 
libraries and booksellers all over the world. 


The form in which the Bibliography is to be pub- ` 


lished is designed to serve several purposes. In the first 
place it will serve as a guide to new books ; use of the 


` Copyright Office in the British Museum ensures 


prompt publication of new titles; prices will be given 
and notes will be added when necessary. Second, it will 


be a realistic solution of the problem of central cata-. . 


loguing : it is to be printed on one side of the paper 
only, to allow entries to be cut out and mounted on 
cards; cataloguing is by the Anglo-American Code, 
and Dewey Decimal Classification symbols will be 
added. Third, it will be the reference catalogue for 
current English books. 

A prospectus of the work, giving a sample page and 
subscription rates is in preparation : it will be issued not 
later than the third week in May. As the scheme is 
intended to be entirely self-supporting, those who wish 
to subscribe.will be asked to signify their intention at 
the earliest possible moment. 

The Council of the British National Bibliography 
consists of representatives of the following bodies: 
the British Museum, the Library Association, the 
Publishers Association, the Booksellers Association, 
the National Book League, the British Council, the

** Contents Lists of Russian Periodicals ’’ 


The D.S.LR. is organizing amongst Research 
Associations and other bodies known to be receiving 
Russian scientific and technical periodicals, a co-opera- 
tive scheme for the translation of the contents pages. 


A questionnaire has been sent out asking organiza- 
tions to state the Russian periodicals they receive, and 
to name the ones for which they are prepared to provide 
translated contents lists. The D.S.I.R. will analyse the 
replies and ask organizations to provide such contents 
lists of one or more periodicals. As many periodicals as 
possible will be covered. The contents lists will be 
reproduced by photography, to eliminate proof check- 
ing, arid replies will therefore be requested in a standard 


` format. 


Although it is hoped to start this new scheme on 
1st April, 1949, and to issue the first number of Contents 
Lists of Russian Periodicals in May, members of -Aslib 
who may be able to participate may still join. They 
should write direct to Dr. Urquhart, at the D.S.LR., 
Dorland House, 14-16 Regent Street, London, $.W.1, 
for a copy of the circular and questionnaire. 

This questionnaire has been designed to collect some 
additional data which should be of value to the Aslib 
conference on the availability of translations to be 
hed early in July, At that conference this scheme for 
Russian contents lists will be one of several schemes, 
designed to improve the provision of translations, which 
will be considered. 


American Book Prices 


As a number of members have lately drawn our 
attention to the fact that the prices charged by book- 
sellers in this country for American books sometimes 
seem to have little relation to the price in dollars 
appearing on the covers, we feel that the following 
official statement from the Booksellers Association may 
clerify the position. ; 

*“It may interest your readers to know how book- 
sellers throughout the country charge for American 
bcoks. Certain books are regularly published in this 
country by the accredited agents, and booksellers charge 
the price fixed by the agent or publisher in this country. 

* Small quantities of books secured direct from 
America at a normal discount are normally charged at 
the rate of 6s., equal to one dollar. This rate covers 
pestages of the book, the order and remittance. It also 
covers the cost of remittance whether it is by cheque or 
any other method. j 

“ The charges on publications purchased through 
wholesalers in this country and supplied to the book- 
seller at little less than the full published price, and on 
pamphlets, which frequently cost even more than their 
original published price, have to be based on the cost to 
th2 bookseller, and this sometimes exceeds the rate of 
6s. to one dollar.”

Two bibliographies on Unesce 

By a coincidence two bibliographies on 
Unesco made their appearance at the end 
of 1948 and are includèd in this month’s 
list of accessions to the`Aslib library. 
Fortunately these do not overlap to any 
setious extent.and together they should 
be most helpful for tracking down 
documents published by Unesco, or 
teports on Unesco produced by the 
co-operating governments and other 
organizations. A more- detailed des- 
cription of the two lists will appear in the 
Journal of Documentation. Here it is 
sufficient to say that the Unesco literature 
is primarily concerned with Unesco’s 
own publications, both printed material 
and mimeographed working documents, 


though it also includes some of the chief . 
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teports and articles on Unesco and its 
work issued by the co-operating nations. 
The Library of Congress Selected dist of 
references is specially use=ul for its refer- 
ences to U.S. documents on Unesco. 
Apart from some basic material which 
appeats in both lists, the Library of 
Congress bibliography coes not attempt 
to list Unesco’s own output of literature. 
The Unesco publication aas no index but 
is well arranged for easy consultation 
under clearly defined headings. The 
ey of Congress lis: has an author 
index.

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Aslib—The Present Position f 

The Honorary Officers have authorized the following 
statement, as they feel that members are entitled to an 
up-to-date report on the position of the Association as 
regards its services, its finances and its membership, all 
three of which are closely interrelated. 

Aslib started in 1924 as an association mainly of 
enthusiastic individuals engaged in the collection and 
distribution of specialized information. Gradually, 
support was forthcoming from institutions and firms as 
distinct from individuals, so that the necessity arose of 
affording specific services to these corporate members 
instead of only providing opportunities for discussion 
between individual members. Unfortunately, the 
relatively modest subscriptions demanded both from 
individuals and from institutions and firms have never 
provided a sufficiently stable financial background to 
develop an adequate organization capable of rendering 
the increasingly diverse type of service that the 
membership had a right to expect. Nevertheless, 
Aslib continued to live and develop, if not actually 
_ to prosper financially, and in 1944 it was able to attract 
the financial support of H.M. Government in the form 
of a grant received through the Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research. The terms of this grant, 
which was to cover a five-year period from 1944 to 
1948, comprised a payment of £1,000 if the grant- 
earning subscriptions reached £1,500, together with a 
further £100 for each {100 of additional grant-earning 
subscription up to a total additional sum of £1,000. 
Thus subscription income of £2,500 could: earn the 
maximum grant of £2,000: this target was reached 
in 1947. = 

During 1948, discussions were reopened with the 
Depatment for improved terms of grant for the 1949-53 
quinguennium. It was made known to the Association 
that the Department was anxious to see the work and 
importance of Aslib (by this time in process of amal- 
gamation with B.S.I.B.) greatly increased, and that 
much more substantial grant-aid would be forthcoming 
provided that Aslib for its part could increase its 
membership, its membership income, and the services 
which it was prepared to offer. Aslib responded to this 
challenge by submitting to the D.S.ILR. a programme 
for the consolidation and expansion of existing services, 


and by an undertaking to increase its membership and ` 


its income. For example, Aslib proposes to increase 
its grant-earning income from £2,500 in 1948 to £6,000 
in 1952, partly by acquiring more members (a process 
which was already under way, and which had raised 
the number of members from 600 in 1945 to over 1,000 
in 1948), and partly, at the specific request of the 
D.S.LR. by raising the rates of subscription from the 
modest level hitherto in force. On the understanding 
that this can be done, the Department is now proposing 
new terms of grant as follows : - 





1949—£ 2,500 for a minimum total of £2,500 grant- 
earning income, plus {100 grant for every 
£100 grant-earning income above £2,500. 
1950—f£4,000 grant for a minimum of {4,000 grant- 
earning income. 
1951—£5,000 grant for a minimum of £5,000 grant- 
earning income. 
1952— £6,000 grant for a minimum of £6,000 grant- 
earning income. 
1953—£6,o00 grant for a minimum of £6,000 grant- 
earning income. 
This- generous offer, to which may possibly be added 
a special grant for capital expenditure on new equip- 
ment and for special projects in 1949 and 1950, is 
designed to-encourage the Association to expand and to 
provide better and more varied services to its increasing 
membership. It is in the confidence that such a result 
will be attained that a decision has been reached to 
raise the rate of subscription to new members and to 
appeal to present members to increase their support in 
proportion. : 
As subscriptions become due month by month, each 
present, corporate member is being approached by 
letter. The response, so far, has been most encouraging. 


The Conference 


In addition to the exhibition of “tricks of the trade ”, - 
for which we asked assistance in last month’s Bulletin, 
and for which, incidentally, we are still open to receive 
suggestions, it has been proposed that there should 
also be an exhibition of staff manuals and the various 
rules of procedure and guides to classification prepared 
in special libraries for staff purposes. Here again, we 
ate obviously unable to arrange such an exhibition 
unless librarians who have such material will co-operate 
with us. If you feel that your staff manual or rules of 
procedure would be of interest to other members of the 
Association (as, in point of fact, they are almost bound 
to be) it would be most appreciated if you could let the 
Aslib office know. They would only be required for the 
period of the Conference, 9th—1z2th September.

After this 
first pair of lectures there will be an unavoidable gap of 
three weeks owing to the Library Association Annual 
Conference at Eastbourne, 23rd to 27th May, and the 
Whitsun holiday at the following week-end. The next 
Aslib lectures will therefore be given on roth and 1rth 
June, by Mr. R. L. Collison, F.L.A., Reference Librarian 
at the Westminster Public Libraries, on “ The technique 


` of answering inquiries”. Subsequent lectures will be 


given on 24th and 25th June, 8th and 9th July, and 


22nd and 23rd July. It is hoped that, by the time of. 


publication of this issue, members will already have 
received a full programme of these lectures, but this 
notice is being inserted for the sake of new-comers to 
the membership and for those who, by some mischance, 
may have overlooked the previously circulated notice. 


United States Book Exchange 


The United States Book Exchange, Inc., has suc- 
ceeded the American Book Center for War-devastated 
Libraries and, with the aid of a three-year grant of 
$90,000 from the Rockefeller Foundation, started its 
work on 1st January, 1949. It has an ambitious pro- 
gramme, going far beyond the organization of aid to 
war-damaged libraries which was the chief function of 


the earlier body. Primarily it will act as the national . 


exchange bureau within the: United States for the 
international exchange of publications, and in connec- 
tion with this activity it will collect, list and distribute 


- research material from and among libraries and institu- 
tions all over the world. Any library, association’ or: 


other institution which has publications (its own or 


from other resources) to offer in exchange can’ partici- ` 


pate in the plan. Libraries will receive unit credit for 
each publication they offer, in return for which they can 
choose items from U.S.B.E. lists sent to them. Exchange 
materials ate defined as “ 
published in science or technology during the last ten 
years; or in the humanities, the arts or history during 
the last fifteen years. Long runs of periodicals pub- 
lished earlier will be acceptable, as will recognized 
classics in the fields mentioned. Other older materials 


will be accepted by special arrangement. Materials may . 


include periodicals, bound or unbound books, docu- 
ments, pamphlets, printed music, and most other forms 
of publication except newspapers.” Libraries receiving 


` material from U.S.B.E. will be expected to pay the cost 


of postage and handling charges graded according to 
the nature of the items, i.e. ṣo cents for each mono- 
graph over 32 pages, 25 cents for each periodical issue, 
etc. If special requests are made for foreign publications 
a charge of 10 cents:each will be made, but will be 
deducted from the handling fee if the item can be 
supplied by U.S.B.E. : 


U.S.B.E. will carry on certain of the rehabilitation . 
„services of the American Book Center and will add to 


the store of information already gathered by that body 
on-such subjects as: areas of need in war-devastated 


` countries ; kinds of education material needed; book

Libraries in Factories 


The National Book League has been asked to draw 
up a scheme which will facilitate the setting-up of 
libzaries in factories all over the United Kingdom, and 
which will also be capable of rendering service to 
existing factory libraries. 

The proposal issued originally from the Economic 
Information Unit of the Treasury, who pointed out the 
desirability of libraries being created in all factories 
employing over one hundred wotkers (some 15,000 
factories in all}. The purpose of these libraries, which 
wil be mainly ‘technical, but will also contain some 
general works, will be to stimulate production by 
fostering employees’ knowledge both a the processes 
of their own industry and of the pattern of the nation’s 
incustry as a whole. The N.B.L. is confronted by three 
tasks. The first is to make the scheme known to 
factories, to Public and County Libraries, to [brary 
organizations, to Aslib members, to booksellers, to 
organized labour and to managerial and. technical 
bodies. For this initial publicity some help would be 
forthcoming from the C.O.L., and both in this and later 
stazes it is hoped to make use of bookmobiles and 
travelling exhibitions. The second task will be to give 
‘advice, to those factories which respond, on the starting 
and running of a library (in many cases this will include 
gucdance for part-time librarians). The third task will 
be to provide a continuous advisory service and, as far 
as possible, to co-ordinate the existing sources of 
telzvant information for factories’ benefit. 


The N.B.L. has appointed an ad hoc committee to deal 
wizh the matter and a first outline of the scheme has 
alr2ady been discussed; much consultation remains to 
be done; but the final draft should be ready for sub- 
mission to the Treasury by midsummer. The whole 
emphasis in the-scheme is on books for the ordinary 
wcrker. What is envisaged is emphatically not the 
creation of scientific libraries for the exclusive use of 
research staffs, t 


New Microfilm Apparatus 


At the Physical Society’s annual 
exhibition this year, Kodak, Ltd., were 
- exhibiting a most ingenious 35 mm. spiral 
film-processing outfit, together with a 
35 tom. spiral film dryer. The design, 
which has recently been singled out for 
special mention by the Council of Indus- 
trial Design, is based on a new spiral 
spool of translucent polystyrene. This 
spool is grooved so that adjacent coils of 
film cannot touch each other, and is 
loaded by a very simple automatic 
device. 


‘This outfit may be of particular 
interest to microfilm users who use their 
cameras intermittently. It accommodates 
up to 24 feet of 35 mm. film (i.e. about 150 
pages of a normal book or periodical), 
and the approximate drying time is only 
30 minutes.

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The President 


We are sure that all members will receive with 
pleasure the news that Dr. Percy Dunsheath, C.B.E., 
M.A., D.Sc., M.LE.E., has accepted the invitation to 
become our. next President. Dr. Dunsheath is too 
well known in the field of industrial research and 
education to require lengthy introduction herte, and 
we need only recall a few of his many offices and 
activities. He was President of the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers 1945-6, and is at present a Vice- 
President of the Royal Institution. He is a Founder 
Fellow of the Institute of Physics, Deputy Chairman of 
Convocation of the University of London and Member 
of the Research Committee of the Federation of British 
Industries. He is a Director and Consulting Engineer 
of Messrs. W. T. Henley’s Telegraph Works Ltd. 

Dr. Dunsheath is a.firm believer in the value of 
information services, large and small. As he says in 
Industrial Research “ even where the firm is much too 
small to contemplate setting up a laboratory or even 
the employment of a highly scientific staff, it can do 





much to inform -itself on the progress of scientific - 
. knowledge and to apply the knowledge as .it becomes 
‘ available to the improvement of its processes and 


products.” He is also on record as having said “ Good 
indexes ‘ate essential, and the best index of all is the 
‘multi-dimensional brain of an enthusiastic librarian, 
who should be encouraged to maintain outside con- 
tacts.” - 


Aslib in Scotland 


A very successful conference was held in Edinburgh 
on 6th May, 1949, organized by the Scottish members 
of the Northern Branch of Aslib. The moving spirit of 
the local committee responsible for all arrangements 
was Mrs. Margaret Spence, of the Scottish Seaweed 
Research Institute, Musselburgh. The meetings were 
held,- through the kindness of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, in the calm and dignity of their premises 
which added greatly to the pleasure of the occasion. 

The conference was opened by Sir John I. Falconer, 
a former Lord Provost of Edinburgh, who welcomed 
the delegates to the city. The Chair throughout the 
day was taken by Mr. Douglas A. Foulis, President 
of the Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce, who most 

~admirably introduced the speakers and controlled the 
discussions. The first paper was presented by Dr. 
L. W. Sharp, ‘Librarian of Edinburgh University and 
President of the Scottish Library Association, on 
“ Library co-operation in Scotland ”, a scholarly survey 
of the subject from early times to the present day. 
Dr. D. G. Brown, Librarian of the Nobel Division of 


`- Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd., spoke on “ The 


problems of the librarian in industry”, and gave a 
great deal of interesting information on the library at 
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Ardeer, started in 1910 by Sir Frederick Nathan, which 


‘is classified by the Kaiser system. He-was followed by 


Mr. P. W. Thomas, Secretary of the Institution of 
Engineers and Shipbuilders in Scotland, who, speaking 
on “The problems of the technical society library ”, 
showed the difficulties which beset a librarian in charge 
of a relatively small library built up to serve the mem- 
bers of a society. The contrast in the problems set out 
in these three papers served in itself to stimulate 
discussion and wasa good illustration of the varied 
interests represented in the Aslib membership. 

After an excellent lunch at the Royal Hotel, presided 
over by Mr. H. Corteen, Director of Research of the 


- British Jute Research Association and Chairman of the 


local committee responsible for the conference, the 
delegates re-assembled at the Royal Society to listen to 
an account of what Aslib is and does, given by the 


` Director, Miss E. M. R. Ditmas. One of the main 


purposes of the conference was to decide whether it 
would be desirable to form a Scottish Branch of Aslib 
and, in addition to the Scottish and North of England 
members of Aslib, quite a large number of non-members 
were present and these displayed a lively interest in the 
extent to which membership of Aslib could help them. 
Mr. R. Brightman, Chairman of the Northern Branch 
of Aslib, described the reasons which had led to the 
formation of that Branch and outlined what the for- 
mation of a Branch would entail. The meeting then 
adjourned to the next room for tea and informal 
discussion of the problem. At the last meeting of the 
day the proposal that a.Scottish Branch should be 
created was formally put to the meeting, seconded and 
catried nem. con. Since it was believed that several new - 
members might join Aslib as a result of the conference 
it was decided to postpone the election of the Scottish 


‘Branch Committee until it could be known how much 


additional support for the movement would be forth- 
coming from these new recruits. The responsibility 


‘for organizing the election of the Committee was 


therefore left in the hands of the Steering Committee 


.which had been responsible for the conference. The 


meeting closed with sincere votes of thanks to the 
Royal Society for its hospitality, to Mr. Foulis for his 
Chairmanship, and to Mr. Corteen, Mrs. Margaret 
Spence and their committee for their labours in organ- 


‘izing the very successful gathering.

‘On the Twenty-fourth day of May One Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Forty-nine the Registrar of Com- 


panies issued a Certificate to the effect that ASLIB- 


(the word “ Limited” being omitted by Licence of 

‘the Board of Trade) was that day Incorporated under 
the Companies Act, 1948, and that the. ‘Company is 
Limited. 


This is the last, though the most important, chapter 
but two in a story which began with talks.concerning 
‘the amalgamation of the B.S.I.B. with Aslib three years 
ago. The occasion of this union was‘taken for the 
preparation of an entirely new constitution, which is 


contained in the Memorandum and Articles of Associ-. 


‘ation of Aslib: the title being reduced to one simple 
word, instead of the former Association of Special 
Libraries and Information Bureaux. 


The two final chapters will be concerned with the 
liquidation of the old Association and the B.S.LB., 
so that their assets and, alas, liabilities may be transferred 
to Aslib, and with the first General Meeting of the 
new body. This meeting is largely formal, must take 
place within three months of the date of incorporation, 
and will, therefore, be on x9th August, 1949. The 
proper notice will ‘be sent to all British members in 
due course. 


, Perhaps. the objects of Aslib, as set out in the Mem- 
orandum and Articles of Association, or, at any rate, 
those amongst them which ate concerned with the 
professional basis of our. work, as distinct from the 
- formal and administrative clauses, will provide members 
with a useful illustration of our aims. Printed copies 
- of the Memoratidum and Articles of Association will 
be available to all members on demand, in about six 
weeks time, but until then, here are the most interesting 
items from the objects :

He had been briefed to ask the assistance of Aslib in 
the arrangement of exchanges between the Library of 
Congress and members of Aslib, the Library having 
experienced difficulty in obtaining a comprehensive 
collection of the publications of British Institutions, 
Organizations and Learned Societies and, especially, in 
ensuring the regular supply of their periodicals. In 
return the Library of Congress offers in exchange not 
only its own publications but also selected United 
States Government serials. 

We have undertaken the task of collecting the offers 
of exchanges from members, and it is for this reason 
that we are enclosing a.short form with this issue. 
Please return these forms to Aslib, and we will send 
them together to the Library of Congress, where they 
will be specially noted. All correspondence thereafter 
will take place directly between the Library of Congress 
and the member concerned in each exchange. 

It may not be generally known that U.S. Government 
publications may be obtained by way of exchange with

American Copyright 

‘We have received from the Information and Publica- . 
tions Office of the Library of Congress the following 
nozice cf change in the copyright law of the United 
States of America : : 


On 31d June, 1949, H.R. 2285 became effective as 
Public Law 84, amending sections 16, 22, 23, and 215 of 
Tit.e 17 of the United States Code. 

Fublic Law 84 relates to works published outside of 
the United States and has the following provisions : 

1. It cffers an alternative to the requirement of the 
deposit of one copy of the work, an application for 
registration and a $4 fee. The alternative is the deposit. 
of two copies of the book, musical composition or other 
wors, an application and a catalogue card, but no fee. 
Regulations relating to the catalogue card will be issued. 
The alternative can be availed of only if the required 
items teach the Copyright Office in acceptable form 
within six months after first publication. 

2. It extends the period for ad interim registration of 
a book or periodical in the English language from sixty 
days to sx months after first publication abroad. It 
extends the period for the manufacture of such a book 
or periodical in the United States from four months 
after registration to five years after first publication 
abroad. 

3. It pe-mits the importation into the United States 
of 1,500 ccpies, in one or more shipments, of a book or 
periodical of foreign origin in the English language 
during the five years after first publication abroad. This 
privilege applies only to works that have already been 
registered ander the new law for ad interim copyright 
withic six months of publication and is in addition to 
the copies allowed to be imported by other provisions 
of the copytight law. The Copyright Office is working 
on regulations to facilitate such importations. Books or 
periodicals so imported must bear a valid United States 
copyrigat norice. 





Translations and Translating in 
the U.S.A, 


The problem of finding a translator 
specially qualified to undertake a particu- 
lar technical translation, andof discovering 
whether a translation of a particular 
paper has already been made, exists in 
the U.S.A. as well as in Great Britain. It 
is therefore of interest to note that the 
Special Libraries Association, in con- 
junction with the South-western Research 
Institute, has set up machinery to deal 
with both aspects of the problem. A 
Translations Pool has been in existence 
since 1945, recording the existence of 
technical translations within private files 
in the U.S. and the conditions of their 
loan or putchase; particulars of about 
3,000 translations have already been 
indexed. Now a Directory of Translators 
has also been established, by the Science- 
Technology Group of the S.L.A., which 
operates as a free service to bring together 

ients having translation problems and 
language specialists competent in various 
subject fields in science and technology.

Mr. B. W. S. Challans and Mr. R. Ridgewell for trans- 
porting and organizing the exhibition, the rota of 
stewards who gave up their time to watch over it, and 
to Mr. Hyams and his staff who so kindly reproduced 
for us all the lists of delegates. 

The Conference Committee would be very glad to 
receive, as soon as possible, criticisms, comments and 
suggestions on the organization in general from those 
who attended this year’s Conference, so that these may 
be considered when the Committee begins this autumn 
its preparations for next year’s Conference. It is hoped 
that the 1950 Annual Conference will be held at Bristol 
University, where accommodation has already been 
reserved for the week-end of September z2nd, 23rd 
and 24th.

A World Conference on Librarianship and 
Bibliography 


The Third International Congress on Librarianship 
and Bibliography, organized by the International 
Federation of Library Associations (1.F.L.A.) with the 
support of the International Federation for Docu- 
mentation (I.F.D.), will be held in the United States in 
October, 1950. The autumn of 1950 will also be the 
occasion of celebrations commemorating the foundation 
of the Library of Congress and of the annual meeting 
of the American Library Association. There will, 
therefore, be a concatenation of library interests and the 
opportunity is being taken to prepare a comprehensive - 
survey of existing bibliographical services in the hope- 
of reaching some decisions on methods for their im- 
provement and co-ordination. 


The organization of this survey is in the hands of a 
Unesco/Library of Congress Planning Group and so 
far two reports on their proceedings have been issued. 
The First Interim Report by Kathrine Oliver Murra was 
issued in June, 1949, and circulated bothas an Appendix 
to the Library of Congress Information Bulletin, 5-11th July, 
1949, and directly by Unesco. Copies of it were available 
at the Aslib Annual Conference in September. It is an 
introduction to the problem and an outline of the 
purpose of the Planning Group’s activities. The Second 
Interim Report, a document of 57 pages, is issued as an 
Appendix to the Library of Congress Information Bulletin, 
13-19th September, 1949, and is also available directly ` 
from Unesco. This second report is similarly compiled 
by Kathrine Oliver Murra and is a progress report on 
the preparation of the working paper for the 1950 
international conferences. It presents a preliminary 
outline of the working paper together with a small 
portion of the text which has been completed. In 
common with the documents prepared by Unesco for 
their Conference on Scientific Abstracting, this report 
starts with a definition and elaboration of terms—a most 
necessary preliminary in any document intended for 
intetnational discussion. Following the outline of the 
working paper some tentative conclusions are set out 
which should provide useful material for consideration 
by national groups. These conclusions, in the main, 
pinpoint the most urgent types of work that should be 
done in preparation for the 1950 meetings if they are to 
bear any useful fruit. They are grouped under such 
headings as: Research in areas indicated below is 
urgently needed ...; Tools needed to implement 
this research are : —; data needed. The report includes 
an Appendix on “Current complete national biblio- 
graphy—the development of a concept” and a biblio- 
graphy of 108 items.

All members who have experienced the irritating delays 
consequent upon the necessity of obtaining permission 
to make photo-copies of copyright material, will have 
been interested in the Fair Copying Declaration drawn up 
by the Royal Society. This was a direct result of the 
Royal Society’s Scientific Information Conference in 
1948.

If direct 
subscriptions are preferred, remittances may be made 
in United States dollars or pound sterling. The 
cheque shculd be made payable to the “ SCAP 
Commercial Account” and sent to the Japanese 
society or publisher.

version may be accomplished upon presentation at a

The Council is giving its urgent attention to 
the question of a new appointment. 

Although her formal resignation should have taken 
effect from 1st January, 1950, the Director has, at the 
request of the Council, agreed to continue in office 
until the end of February, 1950, thus allowing more 
time for the choice and appointment of a successor. 


Northern Branch 


Report of the Manchester Meeting, by Mr. R. Brightman : 

Sir Charles G. Renold presided over a meeting of the 
Northern Branch held at the Central Library, Man- 
chester, on 28th October, when Mr. A. D. Butchart, 
of the Manchester Joint Research Council, presented a 
paper on “ Information Work in the Small Firm”. 

Mr. Butchart referred to an investigation into the 
“reception, absorption, and application of scientific 
information and knowledge by industry ” which was 
being carried out by a team of men with industrial 
research and management experience. A cross-section 
of some 300/400 firms was being asked to collaborate, 
and although some of the information would be 
obtained by direct question and answer, much could 
only be elicited by personal contact with the staff. The 
interviewer would then discuss with his team colleagues 
his findings, and, if necessary, another colleague might 
visit the firm to record his impressions. 

Mr. Butchart then considered, more particularly, the 
problem of securing a wider use of existing scientific 
knowledge by the very small firm. Some 9o per cent of 
industrial firms in this country employed less than fifty 


` workers, and firms of this size could not maintain a 


special Research or Development Department. The 
first essential seemed to Mr. Butchart to be to encourage 
the managements of such firms to find out just what 
they were doing. Why they were doing it was summed 
up in the word “ tradition”. He suggested that an easy 
point of entry would be to attack such matters as coal 
consumption, but the introduction of men with scientific 
training and outlook into such firms presented a real 


problem, although there were several ways in which it 
might be solved. In any, event the first step would be 
to convince the Board of Directors of the real need in 
each firm for men of sound training who are competent 
to determine the true efficiency of plant and processes, 


. to show up weaknesses and apply the remedies, When 


this had been done the small firm would require to be 
shown how to use a scientific library, and Mr. Butchart, 
in conclusion, suggested that there was real need for 
scientific publications less obtuse than the periodicals 
of the learned societies, and yet considerably above the 
level of the popular press. 

Some discussion on this latter point followed, and 
attention was also called to the necessity of there being 
available, for small firms which could maintain no more 
than a collection of desk books themselves, district or 
regional libraries which could meet their needs. 

Following Mr. Butchart’s paper, Mr. E. N. Simons, 
of Messrs. Edgar Allen & Čo., Limited, Sheffield, 
presented a paper on “ How the Manufacturer can help 
the Librarian ”, in which he limited himself to a survey 
of Trade Literature, stressing its importance as a means 
of obtaining up-to-date scientific and technical data. 
Much of this data had not yet found its way into the 
scientific and technical press, much less into the text- 
books. There was some discussion as to the origin of 
such Trade Literature. Although the mass had come 
from America, it was pointed out that the original _ 
Technical Service Literature had emanated earlier in 
Germany. The historical value of such literature, and 
particularly the brochures commemorating Anniver- - 
saties, was also stressed in the discussion.

Devaluation and Special Librarians 
The following letter has been sent to Aslib by the Book- 
sellers Association of Great Britain and Ireland : 
You will appreciate that the recent change in the 
dollar rate of exchange has made it necessary for 
booksellers in this country to increase their charges 
for American books. In our letter to you of 28th 
March, 1949, it was stated that small quantities of books 
secured direct from America at a normal discount 
were normally charged at the tate of 6s. equal to one 
dollar. At a meeting called to discuss this point on 
sth October, it was agreed that this rate would have 
to be increased forthwith to 8s. This will cover cost 
of postage of the book from U.S.A., the order and 
remittance, and also the cost of remittance, whether 
by cheque or by any other method. The charges on 
publications purchased through wholesalers in this 
country and on pamphlets where the cost to the 
bookseller is little less and sometimes more than the 
full published price, will sometimes exceed this rate 
- of 8s. to one dollar. i 

We are glad to call attention also to the following con- 
cession in subscription renewal charges made by the H. W. 
Wilson Company of New York : 

In order to mitigate the effect of the sudden change 
in exchange values on overseas subscribers, the 
-directors of the H. W. Wilson Company have author- 
ized a 20 per cent “ exchange allowance” on sub- 
scription renewals in countries whose currencies 
have- been substantially devalued. This exchange 
allowance will be applicable to renewals billed during 
the year beginning September r949. It will not be 
applicable to new subscriptions or other orders bu 
only to subscription renewals. ‘ : 

By granting this exchange allowance to subscribers 
-in the sterling area and other affected countries, the 
unexpected increase in the cost of subscription 
renewals will be reduced by about two-thirds, 

Since the Wilson Company’s subscription rates are 
based on its own dollar costs, it is understandable 
that the reduction in favour of this group of sub- 
scribers cannot be permanent. The Company regrets 
that it cannot offer this special allowance for more 
than one year but trusts that it will be of service 
during this.critical period. 


An Important New British Standard 

Notice has been received from the British Standards 
Institution of the revised British Standard Packaging 
Code (B.S.1133), introductory sections of which are 
now available from the British Standards Institution, 
24/28 Victoria Street, Westminster, London, S.W.1.

Four Homes | 
Christmas is a time for memories and. this year, on the 


- eve of departure, I would like to revive some scenes 


_ from Aslib’s past. 

* Aslib ‘has had.a number of homes but of these I 
“propose to write about only those four which I have 
oars known. When I first joined the Association 
of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux in 1933 it 


_ was housed in a single room on the third floor of 


16 Russell Square, London, W.C.1. It was a low- 
ceilinged room on the nursery floor, about twelve feet 
square and with a single window looking out on to the 
magnificent plane trees of one of London’s finest 
squares. I never think of the Russell Square office 
without remembering those trees, the cool depths of 


„~ „their. foliage.on drowsy: summer afternoons, the delicate 


tracery of their branches in winter. Far below them, 
within the barriers of stout iron railings and locked 
gates, promenaded the “residents” of the Square, 
‘usually a group of uniformed Nannies in charge. of 
.prams and toddling childrens more often than not 
‘accompanied by a yapping, overfed pekinese. The 
scene exists only in memory now. The house was 
pulled down after war damage, a flying bomb thinned 
the plane trees, the railings of the Square went to make

- remembered that my predecessor was so ill when I took `

‘My second dominant recollection of the Russell 
Square office is that of ovet-crowding. Though there 
were then only two of us on the staff, the furniture 
belonged to more spacious days when the Asiib Directory 
was being compiled with the help of a generous grant 
Three 
wooden cupboatds, two large desks and three filing 
cabinets of assorted sizes, to say nothing of bales of 
sundry publications, left so little floor space that on the 


occasion when, after a street accident, my assistant’ 


started to faint there was no room on the floor and I had 
to clear the top of the desks to make a place on which 
she could lie. 

It was at Russell Square, too, that I had my first real 
education into the language of initials. It must be 


over the job that he had never been able to explain the 
filesand his typist, who was my only assistant, gesolutely 
refused:to have anything to do with anything not written 
in npn English. Indeed, in-my first few weeks as 
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General Secretary, the telephone became an instrument 
of torture providing unlimited traps for the unwary. I 
well recollect the occasion: when, already tired by: a 
heavy day, I was called to answer it once more and as _ 
voice said : “ Don’t forget the joint meeting of Aslib and” 
the B.S.LB. on Wednesday. 3 In answer to a ‘timid 
question I learned that the mystic symbols stood for the 
British Society for International Bibliography but still 
no light dawned on my bewildered mind. “ What 
about it?” I asked in desperation. “You're the 
secretary,” said the unknown voice coldly—an item of 
information which had been overlooked when I had 
been introduced to my duties. Thereafter I spent two 
nerve-wracking days being initiated into the U.D.C., 
which could be the C.D.U., the LI-D., which had been 


ra 


the L.1.B. and which appeared to have some connection ` 


with the LLC. and the U.F.O.D. The correspondence 

and publications which might have explained much 

to me were ultimately discovered in a cupboard of which ` 
the doors could not be opened without moving most of 
the furniture—but that was some time later. 

In 1933, hard hit by the financial slump, Aslib was at 
the nadir of its fortunes with a membership of less than 
30c, In 1936 it had made sufficient recovery to permit 
removal to two rooms at 31 Museum Street, still in the 
Bloomsbury area. Space was more than doubled, we 
had two proper bookcases to house our growing 
collection of reference books, and as General Secretary 
I had a room to myself. I should mention that this 
condition lasted a very short time, but it was a proud 
moment when my assistant was first able to say: “ Hold 
the line a moment while I put you through to the 
Secretary.” The communicating door was generally 
open but we had an electric bell by which, in theory, we 
could each summon the other in case of emergency. On 
the only occasion on which it might have been justified 
it was forgotten. The door was closed but a crescendo 
of voices on the far side told me that all was not well. I 
flung the door open, just in time to see my assistant 
cowering under the uplifted umbrella of a female 
lunatic. My sudden entrance halted the blow. »In. 
stentorian tones I demanded: “ And what, pray, is the 
meaning of this?” Some echo of long-past school 
days must have pierced the clouded brain—the um- 
brella was lowered and, quite deflated, our visitor made 
off at top speed. Visibly shaken, my assistant emerged 
from under the desk, and we pondered agaifi tather 
ruthfully on the strange attraction which Aslib seemed 
to exercise on the cranks of both sexes, of which 
Bloomsbury seemed to have more than its fair, share. 
Indeed, looking down from out second-floor windows, 
Museum Street with its bookshops and antiquarian 
jewellers presented a scene of continual interest, and, 


during the summer months, one as cosmopolitan as any - 


in Soho. 


The war came, and with it a grim period at the Aslib 
office. First one and then the other-assistant left to take 
up work of national importance, and for the winter of 
1940 I was left to carry on alone with the aid of Mr. 
Start, the 70-year-old caretaker in the building who 
acted as office-boy and guarded the correspondence on 
those days when I could not reach the office. The front 
windows were blown in, the back narrowly escaped 
destruction by fire which burnt out a neighbouring 
building ; for a period there was neither gas nor water 
in the district, and we were fed at lunch by meals cooked 
on improvised braziers and oil stoves. Broken glass. 
was piled along the edges of the pavement like drifts of 
discoloured snow, and each day the bus routes were 
altered to take advantage of the less-slocked streets: 
There was no air-raid shelter near the office, and when 

-the bombers appeared to be directly overhead one 
could do nothing but stand in the ground-floor passage 
hoping that the stairs would protect one from the worst 
of the falling masonry in case of a direct hit. Luckily we 
were spared that and, except for some of our stocks of 
publications, stored for safety in the basement of the 
National Central Library and damaged by water when 
the upper floors of that building were burnt out, Aslib 
lost very little through direct war damage. New staff 
were recruited and we settled down to the long tedium 
of the war, to the alerts and all clears, and the ever- 
recurring question, “ Is it worth stopping work to go 
downstairs ? ” 

In the meantime Aslib had resumed full activity. In 

1940 work had alteady been begun on the series of 
War-time Guides to Sources of Information, and in 1941 the 
Rockefeller Foundation, through the Royal Society, 
financed a survey of the availability of scientific and 
technical periodicals published in enemy or enemy- 
occupied ‘countries which eventually resulted in the 
formation of the Aslib Microfilm Service established at 
South Kensington under Mrs. Lucia Moholy. By 1942 
the membership which had for long been hovering 
around 300 began to show a definite increase. Aslib was 
asked to collaborate in the annotations for the British 
Book News, Aslib’s own publication programme had 
begun to develop, and long before the war ended 
Aslib’s old problem of over-crowding had become more 
acute than ever. Our kind-hearted landlords, Messrs. 
H. F. W. Deane & Sons, allowed us to overflow down 
-into their fitst-floor room but this was a purely tem- 
porary measure. In the autumn of 1944 Govetnment 
support was given through the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, and the editorial section, with 
Mr. Theodore, Besterman as General Editor, moved 
into premises at 52 Bloomsbury Street. The rest of the 
office followed early in 1945, though it was expected 
that the stay would be purely temporary while other 
premises in Russell Square could be prepared to house 
both Aslib and the Aslib Microfilm Service. Events 
turned out otherwise. ‘the immense damage to houses 
through the flying bombs and rockets led to an embargo 
on all but the most urgent building programmes. By 
the time that the Russell Square premises could be 
reconsidered war damage to them had gone too far. 
Aslib remained in Bloomsbury Street, thankful to the 
Ministry of Works for the roof over its head. 

Once again the familiar sequence of events took place. 
First the relief at the space given by two floors, then the 
gradual filling up of every available corner, the rehabil- 


itation of the basement for office purposes, the trans-. 
formation of a kitchen-bathroom into the book-keepet’s, 
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office, the fitting in of a desk here and of a table there. 
A move was obviously desirable but where could we 
go? We searched but office property had soared to 
fantastic prices and was almost impossible to find. 
Income ftom the larger membership. was offset by the 
shar> rise in printing and other overhead ‘costs, and an 
enormous increase in rent could not be contemplated. 
The staff sighed and packed itself a little tighter into its 
existing Cuarters. ` : 

By the end of 1948 seventeen staff were crowded into 
five rooms and an ex-kitchenette. When a committee 
was held on the premises it meant General Post for the 
rest of tke staff, with seating improvised from bales of 
publications. The library had long:since spread out into 
the Director’s room, which was also occupied by two 
other mzmbers of the staff. From this centre four 
periodicals were being ‘issued, together with other 
publications, and a-‘membership of over 1,000 was being 
serviced. 

Ey the summer’of 1949 the position was desperate. 
Overcrowding had long since passed the stage of mere 
discomfort and had reached the point when-it was 
actively hampering the work of Aslib. It became 
obvious that Aslib could not make efficient use of the 
grant generously administered by the D.S.I.R. unless 
mere stitable offices could be found, and the weary 
search was intensified. Then, at the eleventh hour, 
when it seemed as though Aslib was doomed to suffocate 
itself by its own activities, the miracle happened and 
suitable premises, at a rent that Aslib could reasonably 
be expected to pay, became suddenly available. What 
was even more, a licence to carry out necessary re- 
dezorat-on was obtained and the promise of telephone 
facilitie- secured. Work is now in hand, and it is hoped 
that thi: issue of the bulletin will carry with it the official 


4 Palace Gate, W.8. It is a somewhat far cry from our 
usual Floomsbury setting, and we shall miss the British 
Museum whose benevolent walls have overlooked our 
windows for so long. Nevertheless, we shall not be 
quite cut of touch: Gloucester Road and High Street 
Kensirgton Underground Stations are within five 
minutes walk, while there is a constant ’bus service 


within easy reach. The rooms are lofty and well. 


proportioned, and for the first time we shall have the 
advantages of central heating, and a spacious entrance 
hall acd stairway. For the first time Aslib’s Director 
snoulc be able to have (and to retain) a room to himself, 
aad the Aslib collection of books and pamphlets can be 
concemtrated into one large room for the convenience 
cf bota staff and members. With regard to decorations, 
we should wazn members that neither Aslib nor our 
fature landlords are responsible for some of these, 
which have a period flavour (early Edwardian) which it 
is imoossible to disguise. Thus the general office 
ectivi-ies will be supervised by reproductions of 
Gainsborough and Romney beauties inset into the 
paneled walls. The first-floor landing, off which the 
zest cf the Aslib offices open, is painted in the Italian 
manner, and the new Director will, we hope, derive 
:nspization from the signs of the Zodiac that decorate 
‘ais ceiling. 

Though, like Moses on Pisgah, I write in the position 
of ore who looks on the promised land ratber than of 
one whd will work there, I do of course take a*keen 
interest in this new home of Aslib. It should mark the 
beginning of Aslib’s full maturity as a centre of special- 
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ized information and documentation. Under the 
inspiration of new leadership, Aslib should now go 
forward to fulfil’ the task which preceding. years have 
gradually defined. Yet, for myself, looking back over 
my sixteen years with Aslib, I do not unduly envy my 
successor. The compelling magnet that bound me to 
Aslib was something that transcended cramped con- 
ditions and many other disadvantages. The feeling of a 
fellowship with others who sought the same goal, an 
integrity of purpose that. made for union in spite of 
diversity of experience, a belief in the value of our aims : 
these have always been characteristics of Aslib. The 
co-operation of members was its mainstay in those early 
days when Aslib’s very existence depended on the 
continued faith of a few loyal supporters. It is inevitable 
that personal relationships should have been more closely 
felt when the organization was small enough to be run 
as a “ one-man show ”. Therefore, standing now at the 
parting of the ways, I can wish Aslib godspeed for the 
future, yet say with all sincerity that I am grateful that it 
was my lot to.share its early struggles.

Northern Branch? . 

At a meeting of the Northern Branch in the Hornby 
Library, Liverpool, on 9th December, over which 
Mr. R. Brightman presided, Mr. S. C. Jennings of the 
Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd., gave a paper on the “ Organ- 
ization of Works Visits’. Mr. Jennings emphasized the 
importance of careful thought and planning in the 
arrangement of such visits, and the need to decide 
carefully the number which could be taken at one time, 
and the points of special interest to the proposed party. 
It was important to prepare a proper time schedule and 
advise all concerned in plenty of time. The starting 


point-of the visit should be chosen to give the visitors a - 


frame of reference and secure their interest and under- 
standing throughout. The choice of guides was 


. Important, and also the point at which explanatory 


talks were given during the tour. This should have 


relation to the coriditions in the plant, particularly” 
` noise. It was also necessary to provide for a rest interval 


if the tour exceeded an hour or an hour and a half, and 
at this point it was the practice with his firm to offer a 
cup of tea and a biscuit, when a short talk might also 
be given by one of the Sales Officers and an opportunity 
afforded for asking questions. Mr. Jennings laid 
considerable stress on the technical explanation of the 
underlying principles of the processes which the party 
had seen, the way in which the product was used for the 
daily life of the community, and the company’s future 
hopes and expectations. This he considered: was the 


climax of the visit and frequently this exposition might 
be dealt with by a number of experts in succession. If 
time was „insufficient for such elaborate treatment a 
single lecturer might be used with the experts present to 
deal with questions. 

A number of questions were asked at the end of the 
paper relating to such matters as transport, choice of 
guides, the issue of a plan of the route, and the import- 
ance of a trial run beforehand to ensure that there were 
no unforeseen obstacles to the route. Frequently an 
explanatoty booklet was provided. 

Mr. Jennings’ paper was followed by one from 
Mr. E. N. Simons, of Messrs. Edgar Allen & Co., Ltd., 
on “The Preparation of Technical Literature”. This 
was dealt with from the mechanical aspect and Mr. 
Simons illustrated his paper with numerous demon- 
scrations of the tools, type, etc., used in setting up a 
manuscript and preparing a technical brochure, in- 


‘cluding specimens of type and blocks, and devices used 


for proof reading, and the construction of an index. 
The meeting closed with a warm vote of thanks to 

the speakers and to the City Librarian and the Library’s 

Committee for the use of the room. '
